Whenever you wish to 
call a party anywhere in California, 
you can reach the party by calling on 
the Covina Home telephone system. 
This means that Covina has actually 
a one-telephone system. 


The news of this agreement is sig- 


nificant. It takes in the 
territory 


hounded by the Whittier hills on the 
south, the mountains on the north, 
the San Gabriel river on the west, and 
a mile east of San Dimas on the east. 
It embraces the towns of San Dimas, 
Glendora, Azusa, Puente, Covina, Bas- 
sett. Baldwin Park, Irwindale. Charter 
Oak, and Rowland. The Pacific com- 
pany will immediately run its toll- 
lines into the Covina exchange. 


In towns where the Pacific company 


had but a few telephones, and in Co- 


Hal" where this company had 'prac- 


tically none, it, was a great nuisance 
to be called by a Los Angeles party 
over the Sunset system, for it necessi- 
tated a trip to the local exchange of 
the Sunset company, and a charge for 
messenger service to the party calling 
This has always seemed absurd, inas- 
much as nearly every family in the 
valley is connected by Home tele- 
phones. In all the systems of Califor- 


nia, 
where the telephone service is 


above the average in efficiency, the 
Home Telephone Company of Covina 
is one that gives universal and steady 
satisfaction. This company is run by 
a board of clirecto'1,, all being busi- 
ness men and women, interested in the 
welfare of the territory. The present 
franchise for public utility corpora- 
tions fixes the charge on telephones. 
It is expected Uu>t a bill will pass in 
the coining session o/ the legislature, 
giving the 
rail roar! commission full 


power to adjust all rates charged by 
public utility companies. 
This law 


is in operation now in many states. 
and is satisfactory to all concerned. 
By this method, the railroad commis- 
sion practically has the business of 
auditing the books of every public 
service corporation, and the charge 
for service is based on the percentage 
of money earned on the corporation's 
investment. 


This, therefore, dee^ away with any 


objection thai the public minht have 
concerning a so-called monopoly of a 
territory by a public service corpora- 
tion. While the Covina Home Tele- 
phone Company will have no compe- 
tition in this section, its rates will lie 
adjusted exactly the same as are those 
where several companie.-: are operat- 
ing in competition. 


NO MORE PIGGERY. 


Very Shortly Los Angeles Will Quit 


Selling Garbage and This Means 


the End. 


Slowly, the Covina valley is win- 


ning out on its fight to oust the pig- 
gery from the Baldwin Park district. 
The city of Los Angeles is now see- 
ing the injustice, and also the men- 
ace to health. 


The grand jury has made it strong 


in regards to the health menace, and 
the citizens of Los Angeles are look- 
ing askance at every piece of pork 
that comes to the table. And pork is 
on the tobagganslide, so far as prices 
are concerned. 


Mayor Alexander Tuesday morning 


came out flatly against feeding gar- 
bage to hogs and urged the council to 
take immediate steps toward disposing 
of garbage by reduction plants. 
He 


does not, however, suggest any emer- 
gency way of disposing of garbage un- 
til a reduction plant can be obtained. 


The letter was referred to the public 


welfare committee. 
It read: 


The idea of eating garbage-fed pork 


is disgusting. The eating of it may be 
injurious. The city of Los Angeles, if 
she wishes to maintain her reputation 
as a beautiful and cleanly city, cannot 
afford to encourage the feeding of gar- 
bage to hogs. 


From the other point of view, the 


homes of those who live in the vicin- 
ity of the place where garbage is fed 
to hogs are ruined 
practically for 


home purposes, and the property has 
less value for any purpose. 


To do away with this injustice to 


our neighbors and for the benefit of 
our city, some modern, sanitary and, 
if possible, income producing method 
of disposing of our garbage must be 
found. I have gathered considerable 
data on garbage disposition, and Mr. 
Humphreys of the board of public 
works has been gathering data and 
studying the .problem 
for 
several

bundle of clippings, sent through the 
news-clipping 
bureau. 
These 
clip- 


pings include the greater portion of 
articles that have been copied from 
the Argus by other papers in Califor- 
nia.

irrigating machine, which promises to 
be one of the greatest labor-saving 
implements ever invented for the or- 
chard. 


This machine is really five imple- 


ments in one—a cultivator, a furrow- 
er, a shoveler, a sub-soiler, and a 
leveler—combined in such a manner 
as to be easily manipulated, and of 
light draught. 


In preparing the ground for irrigat- 


ing with this machine, it will make the 
furrows and shovel them up ready for 
the water at the same time. When the 
furrows are made, they are shoveled 
and ready for the water.
